ZOU WATKINS. 

No tidings yet. from. the missing. girl. The 
War Eagle arrived from St. Pan! this morning. 
It will be remembered that one of the clues 
given out afew days agO was that two young 
fellows and two girls had left on this boat the 
Thursday night Miss Zou disappeared. The 


story further was to the effect that 
one of the girls and her male 
companion ieft the boat at Alton, 


stepped onto the Spread Eagle, which was 
passing andcame back to St. Louis. There 
was a tearful scene between the two girls, and 
the young lady who went upto St. Paul was 
supposed to be Zou Watkins. Tneclue proves 
futile, however, and another hope of finding 
the girlis lost. As soon as the War Eagle 


touched the wharf this morning, a PostT-DIs- 
PATCH reporter climbed on board, 
and met Capt. Jerry Woods. 

When asked about the clue, the Captain shook 
his head and said there was nothinginit. The 
story asit should have been was as follows: 

On the Thursday evening when Miss Zou was 
missed, four persons came down tothe War 
Eagle. They were Mrs. Robert Lyler, her 
niece, Miss Clara Necreville, a youug lady 
friend, Miss Neville, anda young gentleman, 
whom they called Harry. The latter escorted 
the ladies to the boat and left them 
on it when it pulled out. 
Miss Neville intendedtogoupto Alton with 
her friends and to take thetrain back. It 
happened, however, that the Spread Eagle 
came along at that point and she was trans- 
ferred to that boat. The girlscried and kissed 
to some extent, but there was no gentleman 
atthe parting. Miss Neville, as she gave her 
name, came back alone to St. Louis. Mrs. 
Lyler went up as Hanni- 
bal, where ehe boat. 

She —— stopped over on a visit, and said 
she would probably go north again on the 
next trip of the boat. Her niece, Miss Necre- 
ville, was going to Hastings. When she arrived 
there it was night, and as she was alone, she 
concluded to go on to St. Paul, twent miles 
further. She aid so and came back On the boat 
the next afternoon, landing at Hastings, 
where she was to visit 
some friends and she ex- 
pected her aunt to join her soon. 
Capt. Woods said that the only resemblance 
between Zou Watkins and the girl who went to 
Hastings was that both were young. The 
young lady who came back to St. Louis was 
nearer to the description ot the missing girl. 

The girl who went up the river was stout, of 


dark complexion, and had dark hair, 
which she wore loose and which 
hung down almost to her waist. 
She did not act at all likearunaway, and in 


fact all the party seemed to be jolly 

friends and to have known one another for a 
long time. Capt. Wood: was surprised that,if 
the police placed any reliance on this clue, 
they did not telegraph to St. Paul, as the girl 
was on the boat all the time, and an investiga- 
tion could have been made. The clerk further 
stated that he had talked with both of the girls. 
especially the one who went to St. Paul, and 
he was very sure neither of them tallied with 
the description ana that neither of them was 
running away or being taken away by any- 
body. A detective visited the boat while the 
reporter was there, but left without making 


any big find.

One of the Prisoners Exclaims: “I 
Would Sooner Shoot My- 
self,” but He Gets 
Five. Years.

A Severe Reflection on the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary—Proceedings in the 
Federal Court. 


This was the day of judgment for counter- 
feiters confinedfin Jail andjawaitinfi sentence. 
Judge Treat having discharged the Federal 


grand jury yesterday, is now 
proceeding to wind up the crim- 
inal business of the District Court 

The 


prior to adjournment for the summer. 
foliowing sentences were passed this morning: 


Samuel Holmes and John Keily, convicted a 
few dsys sidce of raising the face val- 
ue of $5 bills to fifties. The 
court ordered the prisoners to the front 
and askeaif they had anything to say for 
themselves. Holmes, who atohe time was & 
farmer, muttered outa few words. He said 
that he had been Jed into this thing by bad 


advisers. At first he thought there 
was money in it, but he soon 
got disgusted at the whole. business, 


Fit did not pay. He regretted being in such & 
position of disgrace and hoped the court would 
pass a lenient sentence. 

His partner, Kelly, locked up at the court 
and remarked he had nothing to say in his 
own behalf. 

Judge Treat passed sentence upon each of 
three years in the Penitentiary at Chester, Ill. 

U.S. District-Attorney Bliss handed. the 
Judge a letter from the Attorney-General al- 
luding to the fact that Brewster Oameron had 
reported upon an inspection of all the prisons. 
He found tbe welfare of the U.S. prison- 
ers and the advancement of prison reform 
more saiisfactorily observed at the Southern 
Illinois Penitentiary than at the Miszouri Peni- 
tentiary. The Attorney General advised in the 
interest of econOmy und as extending better 
facilities for reform and advance- 
ment that the Judge of this dis- 
trict should sentence Federal prisoners in 
cases ot one year or more imprisonment in the 
Lliinois Penitentiary. 

Wim. F. Roberts, a saloon-keeper, was cali- 
ed up to receive a deferred sentence. Ile had 
been convicted of passing counterfeit ten- 
dollar bills and has been confined 
two years in jail. Ile admitted 
thathe had bought the counterfeit money 
from Crockett, a noted dealér and shover of 
the queer. The court sentenced him to three 
years’ imprisonment in jail, antedating two 
years. He was not sentenced prior to this, as 
it was believed his evidence would be neces- 
sary for the conviction oI others. 

Win, G. Petit, alias George, was the last 
man Ccailed. He hasalready beenin jail sev- 
eral months, baving been arrested at his resi- 
dence on Cass avenue last spring. Ceunter- 
feiting mnoulds were found secreted in various 
pieces of furniture about the house. 
Certified questions touching the definition 
ol infarnous crimes and the mode to proceed, 
indictment for felony or by criminal informa- 
tion, have been lodged in the Supreme Court of 
the United States in George’s case. He was 
tried, however, under an indictment 
found a tew days since and 
convicted of passin counterfeit 
dolar and half-dollar coins. This being a 
separate and distinct cffense, sentence was 
pronounced to-day. 

Judge Treat said that the surroundings of 
the prisonerin this case would be duly con- 
sidered in  ~/passing§ this sentence on 
the recent conviction. He asked George if he 
had anything to say. 


The prisoner, a neatly dressed, respectable- 


| looking young man, came forward and stood 


by the sideof his attorney, Mr. F. M. Estes.

THLE DR. FITZPORTER CASE. 


Story of the Cirl Della Mays’ Betrayal—The 
Grand Jury at Work. 

It will be remembered that a week or two 
ago Dr. Fitzporter was arrested on a charge 
preierred ayainst him by Officers Barnett and 
Williams, and his case now stands on the 
docketinthe Court of Criminal Correction. 
From the statements made at that time 
by different persons, it appeared 
that a young girl named Della Mays had gone 
to the doctor’s ollice and asked that an abor- 
tion be performed onher. This was not done, 
because before the operation could pe made, 
the affair in that connection leaked out, it is 
said, through the instrumentality of a private 
detective and the doctor was arrested 
and the matter husbed up. In this all that 
was known wa3 that the young girl haa 
been untortunate, but the name of her betray- 
er could not be learned. On last Wednescay 
Mrs. Buflington, living at No. 1513 Walnut 
street, appeared before the grand jury under 
a summons which was served on herby a 
Deputy sheriff. Whatevidence she gave at 
that time is not known, but this morning a 
note was received from her which stated that 
she was unable to attend before 
the grand jury. A POST-DISPATCH reporter at 
once visited the house, No. 15i3 Walnut, and 
called for Mrs. Bufiington. That lady respond- 
ing in person, the reporter told her the errand 
on which he had come. She absolutely refused 
at firet to say anything, giving various reasons 
for not doing so. Thereporter had taken a 
seat in the hall, and while urg- 
ing Mrs. juflington to tell what. she 
knew, and she still refusing, a loud knock was 
given from the interior of the front parlor on 
tne Goor leading from that room into the hall 
opposite where the reporter and the lady sat. 
Whenshe heard the knock she started up 
hastily excused herself and went into the 
room. In about five minutes she retured, and, 
after & Short pause, said: ‘‘Well, -if you 
promise not to do my sister and 
myself an injustice, I wiil tell you what it is.’’ 
The reporter promised that he would confine 
himself to facts and wouid do her no injustice. 
Then by dint of questioning hé got the follow- 
ing story from her: ‘‘My sister and myself are 
alone in the worid and unprotected. Wecame 
to St. Louis from Jerseyville, Ill., in last 
November for the purpose of mak- 
ing a living by hard, honest work. 
We thought we would take in sewing and 
make garments, etc. Well, we rented this 
house and started to work. Shortly after we 
came here an elderly gentleman named Cal- 
din, who knew ny sister, called at the house, 
and soon atter that became a very frequent 
visitor. He represented himself as a single 
manand became very attentive to my sister, 
ahd finally accomplished ber ruin.’’ 

“*"At what time did this occur?’’ asked the 
reporter. 

‘Well, it was, Ithink, soon after we moved 
into this house, butI did not know it until a 
short time before my sister Della went to Dr. 
Fitzporter for the purpose which I have 
stated.’’

When shecame back 
she said:

The reporter was anxious 
to know who the mysterious person was who 
seemed to conduct the conversation, or rather 
guide it on the partof the lady, but he was un-

Star Route Trials. 

WASHINGTON, D. C,, May 27.—The Star 
Route trials began this morning. Before 
entering pleas the defendants’ counsel pro- 
ceeded to offer a number of motions, most of 
them motions to quash, based on alleged 
errors in the indictment apparent on its 
face. Ingersoll took up the motions in sguc- 
cession, making a long and exhaustive argu- 
ment on each of them. 


Mr. Merrick replied to the argument of 
Mr. Ingersoll, quoting extensively from the 
authorities. The court suggested that as In- 
gersoil had charged there was no one overt 
act sufficiently set out in the indictment, it 
would tend more to overthrow the argument 
if the prosecution would point out any such 
overt act. Merrick replied that the acts set 
out were exactly the same as had been 
judged sufficent bv the court in former 
cases. He would reply to the argument, 
however, by citing full authorities at present, 
and when he had an opportunity to mere 
fully examine Ingersoll’s point he would, if 
ke thought best, make a further reply here- 
after. J udge Wylie gave his views on the 
meaning of conspiracy and said he was of 
Opinion now, as before, that the ovaspiracy 
was sufficieatly set out. Taking up the 
question of the presentation of overt acts, 
he said it was only necessary to set out one 
overt act, and he thought Ingersoli was 
clearly in errorin claiming the act should be 
set out minutely in the charging part 
of the indictment. It was only 
necessary to setitout as one of the overt 
acts incident to the conspiracy, not as form- 
ing part of the object of the conspiracy.

Onsummation of the reunion ofthe 
iches of the Presbyterian Church in 
3d States is a subject for congratula- 
the part of every religious body in 
istry. One by one the unfortunate 
breaches made by the great civil war are 
disappearing. For years dissensions and 
differences growing out of the war have 
kept the two great wings of the Presbyterian 
Church apart. Men who worshipped God 
alike, who believed alike in every essential 
doctrinal point, have still been divided by 
MASON and DIXxoONn’s line. The North 
Church is in conference at Springfield, 
Ill.; the General Assembly South is sitting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, and yesterday the two 
bodies solemnly ratified a covenant which 
buried the dead past fathoms deep and from 
which the united church starts afresh in 
brotherly loye and unity, working hand in 
hand as one church for the spread of Chris- 
tianity. 


THE channel tunnel excitement in Eng- 
land is one of the queerest instances of innate 
conservatism gone to seed which modern 
times furnishes.

Perhaps 
if the tunnel were made to eventuate at 
Maidstone or Woolwich, and the mouth sup- 
plied with a mouse-trap spring, the bold 
Britons would be able to take care of them- 
selves onthe principle that the further an 
eneniy penetrates into England the worse he 
is off generally.

A HEROIC effort is being made by the Co- 
lumbia Jicrald and other weekly papers in 
this State of known Confederate leanings to 
clear Dr. Laws of the charge of having at- 
tempted a defense of secession before the late 
session of the Missouri Press Association.

** historian” are being printed, but the fact

liberty and an act of eeif-defense.’’ If this 
doesn’t uphold the right of seceasion then 
we donot understand the force of the lan- 


guage spoken iu this country. Further than 
this Dr. Laws said: 

The most that our Southern people have 
asked is the least that our countrymen should 
desire or be willingto accord them, and that 
is, that though their cause was iost, their hon- 
or was not lost. It is absurd to expect of them, 
under such circumstances, a sense of humilta- 
tionand disgrace. The petti-fogging spirit 
that could expect any such self-degradation is 
the base spawn of political ignorance and mal- 
ignity. In the historic future those who, un- 
questioned, have arrogantly dogmatized about 
the receut past, and heaped upon the char- 
acter of freeborn and honorable American cit- 
izens their avalanches of vituperation and 
malignant scurrility, will have to apvear be- 
fore the bar of sober and judicial reasons to 
find many ot their censorious judgments re- 
versed, and gibbeted as slanderous. It will 
be found that the guillotines ot political denun- 
ciation, which have been so industriously op- 
erated by these demagogques, have been chop- 
ping off the heads of men of straw. It deserves 
to be said, in explicit and undisguised con- 
tempt of allthis wholesale misrepresentation 
of history ard slander of the persons of our fel- 
low countrymen, that, however mistaken, yet 
in strictness of language. Robert E. Lee and 
Stonewall Jackson were no more traitors than 
George Washington and mad Anthony Wayne. 
To the honor of our country be it said, none of 
them were traitors.

A PRISONERS’ Aid Society has been formed 
in Chicago which is already doing a great deal 
of good work. Ithas not been in existence 
long, but it has already shown its right to 
live. We need asimilar body in St. Louis, 
and it is strange that our philanthropists 
have not already organized a charity of this 
sort. It is not a society for sentimenal 
alms-giving to criminals as a moral means of 
putting a premium on crime, but a common- 
sense organization for the reformation, where 
reformation is possible, of criminals who have 
served out their time of punishment 
in the penitentiary, and who have 
been returned again into society to sink 


Or swim, as the case- may be. These 
felons have every incertive to crime 
and none to industry. Their asso- 


ciations in prison have had all the effect 
ofacriminal academy. They return tothe 
world past masters in the mystery of Bure- 
lary, illuminati in the art of Theft. They 
are under a ban which makes them marked 
men; honest folk will have nothing to do 
with them. The trades that they have learned 
in the penitentiary rust in idleness; and, 
whether he wishes to be honest or not, the 
choice before each liberated felon is to starve 
ortosteal. Of course, few of them wish to 
be honest; of course, even these few are weak 
and unstable in their purpose to reform and 
are easily turned upon the downward path 
again which leads back tothe penitentiary 
and the striped garb of the jail-bird. But it 
is the purpose of the Prisoners’ Aid Society 
to save those few that can be saved, to in- 
crease the chances of reform a little by get- 
ting work for those who are willing 
to take it. If they can stop even 
a few men in the eternal round between 
the slums and the penitentiary they will 
be doing excellently. St. Louis ought 
to be provided with an association of this 
sort. If there are any of our great and in- 
creasing community of criminals who can be 
turned into the paths of honest labor by any 
means, those means should be provided at 
once. This is not charity to the criminals as 
much as it is charity to ourselves, and the 
sooner the experiment is tried the better.

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In thet respect we are certain- 
ly the bourgeois of the world, we never know 
when to let well enough alone. Instead of 
parks full of trees, and roads and shrubbery, 
we go to work to pile on finerv that is some- 
times cheap, sometimes expensive, but always 
vulgar. Out at the Soldiers’ Home all is sim- 
plicity, and country landscape aud greenness. 
Through a vista cut in the trees one can plain- 
ly see the airy white dome of the Capitol, five 
miles agistant. There are half a dozen pretty, 
simple country residences in the grounds for 
the superintendent and his assistants, but 
they are in quiet taste to match the surround- 
ings; even the President’s cottage would be 
called a hovel at Newport. Gen. Sturgis is 
managing things splendidly for the Home, but 
disastrously for the rings that have hitherto 
had all the fruit, flowers and vegetables that 
the veterans raised. He buys and pays for 
everything he uses, and sees that the people 
under him do the same, for the reason of 
which Gen. Sturgis is not haif as 
popular as some of his predecessors. 
The General is a peppery old fellow when his 
blood is up, and when the ring wanted to sit 
down on him he showed fight and sat down 
Onthe ring. Two afternoons in tie week 
during the summer the Marine Band, which 
is a part of the royal household of Washing- 
ton, plays in the grounds of the White House. 
Everybody who is leftin town goes to these 
open air concerts, and there are aiwaysa good 
many people jJeft in town, except during 
August, which is Washington’a holiday 
month. The President—that is, the Presi- 
dents who have gone before, usuaily came 
out on the elliptical south porch and listened 
to the music and observed the gay crowd. The 
White House grounds are very pretty, and 
siope down to the dreaded Potomac Flats 
through the White Lot, an immense piece of 
ground which will probably be utilized as 
soon as the flats are filled up, for which 
there is yet no definite plan, but which must 
be done soon. The White Lot has a 
beautiful track Jlaid around iit, and 
last week when the horses arrived for the 
Jockey Club meeting, they were taken out 
there and speeded,until the District Commis- 
sioners, remembering thatit was in the city 
limits, sent out and had the whole kerboodle 
arrested for fast riding aud driving ana fined 
handsomely.

A Bower of Beauty to Open This Even- 
ing. 


The patrons of Tony Faust will be more than 
glad to learn that, notwithstanding strong op- 
position, he has succeeded in securing a six 
years’ lease dating from last March on his 
premises, corner of Myrtle and Fitfh street.

The 
top walls, side walls and floors have been 
made as attractive in appearance as 
money can afford. Up stairs work- 
men are busy to-day putting 
the Jast finishing touches to the balcony or 
summer garden. Inthe center stands a post 
supporting a vase, twenty feet high, filled 
with a rare collection of flowers and plants. 
Facing on Fifth street, three gas jet 
pyramids are elevated that shed 
a brilliant light upon the garden and the 
street. Commencing at these pyramics and 
running entirely around the enclosure are ar- 
ranged colored lamps of hundreds of shades, 
that lend an enchanting appearance tothe 
scene at night. 

In the northeast corner of the pleasant re- 
treat, just at the head of the stairs, stands an 
artificial grotto. In it is perched an owl of 
most artistic make, and great value. 
On both sides of the grotto are arranged 


in a seeming careless, but really in a 
natural manner, wild roses, clematis, 
night-blooming jessamine and hot-honse 


piants of innumerable orders. Above it have 
been piled,to the height of thirty feet, Hot 
Spring crystals and rugged rocks. Stationed 
among these in such & manner as 
to conceal their roots are placed 
flowers, shrubs and _ trees, presenting 
a tropical scene of beauty and luxuriance.

dozen, Canned fish ana oysters of all 


kinds are kept for sale in the wholesale de- 


partment, and in fact A special- 
ty is made of this branch of 
the business. The steaks, oysters, 
fish and vegetaviles served to 


the patrons of the restaurant are taken direct- 
lv from the ceilars to the kitchen in each indi- 


vidual order. This in iteelf ia a feature 
not to be obtained elsewhere, and has always 
been highly appreciated by Faust's

RAILROAD NOTES. 


Apropos of the recent visit to Denver of

Candiaates for all the offices are in the 
field, however, and the buttonholing process 
is indulged in to quite a lively extent. Of 
course the chief prizes in the fall races 
are the Congressional] nominations, 
and quite a cloud of candidates are already in 
the field, with every prospect of more coming. 
The Republicans seem to be very certain of 
carrying the old Second District, now the new 
Ninth, even over a strong Democratic candl- 
date, and some of them are willing to betona 
heavy majority in the event that Col. 
Broadhead secures the nomination 
of the Democraty. They are 
also hopeful about the old First District, now 
the Tenth. The old Third District, now the 
Fightn, they concedejto the Democracy under 
certain contingencies. The names most fre-

enry C. Brokmeyer and Jobn J. O'Neil 
for the Democracy. Both of these gentle- 
men have been at work  ({for some 
time, and Mr. O’Neill seems to have thefinside 
track for the nomination. The Republican 
nomination is conceded to be due to Gus Ses- 
singhaus, but it is not believed that he will get 
through without some opposition.

ZOU WATKINS. 


The War Eagle Clue Leads to 
Nothing. 
setilipmesialitliiaia 
No Tidings of the Missing Girl—Descrip- 
tion of Missouri When She 
Disappeared. 


The accompanying cut represents Miss Zou 
Watkins as she appeared on the day of her 
disappearance. The description given to the 
policeis as follows: Shortand heavy set, in- 
clined t> be round-shouldered, Diack eyes, 
light browh hair, good teeth, prominent nose, 
inclined to be Roman, round face, some- 
what sun-burned, hair done up in braid or 
plait, fat, plump hands. Her dress at the 
time she left was as_ follows: Gray 
dress trimmed with same goods, two rows of 
steel buttons in front, military style; straight 
embroidered collar, with a bow of brown rib- 
bon; filigree silver earrings, lisle thread 
gloves, high buttoned kid shoes, colored 
stockings, ruby ring with a bangle, brown tur- 
ban hat with three feathers. The pictures in 
the bands of the police were taken four years 
ago, and give no idea of the unfortunate young 
lady as she was last seen by her relatives and 
friends. 


ZOU WATKINS. 

No tidings yet from th@ missing girl. The 
War Eagle arrived frqm.8t; Paul this morning. 
] It will bé remembered that one of she clues 
given out a few days ago was that two young 
fellows and two girls had left on this boat the 


Thursday night Miss Zou disappeared. The 
story further was to the effect that 
one of the girls and her male 
companion left the boat at Alton, 


stepped onto the Spread Eagle, which was 
passing andcame back to St. Louis. There 
was a tearful scene between the two girls, and 
the young lady who went upto St. Paul was 
supposed to be Zou Watkins. Theclue proves 
futile, however, and another hope of finding 
the girlis lost. As soon as the War Eagle 


touched the wharf this morning, a PosT-DIs- 
PATCH reporter climbed on board, 
and met Capt. Jerry Woods. 
When asked about the cine, the Captain shook 
his head and said there was nothing in it. The, 
story asit should have been was as follows: 

On the Thursday evening when Miss Zou was 
missed, four persons came down tothe War 
Eagle. They were Mrs. Robert Lyler, her 
niece, Miss Clara Necreville, a youug lady 
friend, Miss Neville, anda young gentleman, 
whom they called Harry. The latter escorted 
the ladies to the boat and left them 
on it when it pulled out. 
Miss Neville intendedtogoupto Alton with 
her friends and to take thetrain back. It 
happened, however, that the Spread Eagle 
came along at that point and she was trans- 
ferred to that boat. The girlscried and kissed 
to some extent, but there was no gentieman 
atthe parting. Miss Neville, as she gave her 


name, came back alone to St. Louis. Mrs. 
Lyler went up as far as Hanni- 
bal, where she left the boat. 


She simply stopped over on a visit, and said 
she would probably go north again on the 
next trip of the boat. Her niece, Misa Necre- 
ville,was going to Hastings. W hen she arriv ed 
there it was night, and as she was alone, she 
concluded to go on to St. Paul, twenty miles 
further. She aid so and came back on the boat 
the next afternoon, landing at Hastings, 
where she was going to visit 
some friends and where she  ex- 
pected her aunt to join her soon. 

Capt. Woods said thatthe only resemblance 
between Zou Watkins and the girl who went to 
Hastings was that both were young. The 
young lady who came back to St. Louis was 
nearer to the description of the missing girl. 
The girl who went upthe river was stout, of 
dark complexion, and had dark hair, 


which she wore loose and which 
hung down almost to her waist. 
She did not act at all like arunaway, and in 


fact all the party seemed to be jolly good 
friends andto have known one another for a 
long time. Capt. Woods was surprised that,if 
the police placed any reliance on this clue, 

they did not telegraph to St. Paul, as the girl 
was On the boat all the time, ana an investiga- 
tion could have been made. The clerk further 
stated that he had talked with both of the girls. 
especially the one who went to St. Paul, and 
he was very sure neither of them tallied. with 
the description ana that neither of them was 
running away or being taken away by any- 
body. A detective visited the boat while the 
reporter was there, but left without making 


any big find. 

THIS MORNING 
an anonymous letter was received at the of- 
fice oft he Chief of Police, advising him tu ex- 
aminethe house formerly occupied by Mollie 
Phillips, a disreputable colored woman on 
the south side of Carr street, between Sixth 
and Seventh. The letter was mysterious 
and apparently written with confidence 
in its contents. A few years ago a medical 
student named Millsapp cisappeared under 
unusual circumstances and was traced to this 
bouse, which is always bolted and barred like 

a prison. While searching the premises for 
the young man the police discovered a girl 
badly age for insubordination and 
locked up one of the upper 
rooms. Thenasalve Hennessy visited the 
house, which is now occupied bya woman 
named Miller. To-day this, like the hundreds 
other clues followed to the end, did not 
amount to anything. The girl has not been 
seen by the inmates of the house 

The family have written to all their friends

A Severe Reflection on the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary—Proceedings in the 
Federal Court. 


This was the day of judgment for counter- 
feiters confinedfin Jail andfawaitinfl sentence, 
Judge Treat having discharged the Federal 


grand jury yesterday, is now 
proceeding to wind up the crim- 
inal business of the District Court 


prior to adjournment for the summer. The 
following sentences were passed this morning: 


Samuel Holmes and John Keily, convicted a 
few days sidce of raising the face val- 
ue ot $5 bills to fifties. The 
court ordered the prisoners to the front 
and eskeaif they had anything to say for 
themselves. Holmes, who atone time was a 
farmer, muttered outa few words. Hesaid 
that he had been led into this thing by bad 
advisers. At first he thought there 
was money in it, but he soon 
got disgusted at the whole business, 
it did not pay. Heregretted beingin such a 
position ot disgrace and hoped the court would 
pass a lenient sentence. 

His partner, Kelly, looked up at the court 
and remarked he had nothing to say in his 
own behalf. 

Judge Treat passed sentence upon each of 
three years in the Penitentiary at Chester, Ill. 

U.S, District-Attorney Bliss handed the 
Judge aletter from the Attorney-General al- 
luding £0 the fact that Brewster Cameron bad 
reported upon an inspection of all the prisons. 
He found the welfxre of the U.S. prison- 
ers and the advancement of prison reform 
more saiisfactorily observed at the Southern 
lilinois Penitentiary than at the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary. The Attorney General advised inthe 
interest of economy and as extending better 
facilities for reform and advance- 
ment that the Judge of this dis- 
trict should sentence Federal prisoners in 
cases of one year or more imprisonment in the 
Hlinois Penitentiary. 

Wm. F. Roberts, a saloon-keeper, was call- 
ed up to receive a deferred sentence. He had 
been eonvicied of passing counterieit ten- 
doilar bills and has been confined 
two yeurs in jail. lie admitted 
thnathe had bought the counterfeit money 
from Crockett, a noted dealer and shover of 
the queer; The court sentenced him to three 
years’ imprisonment in jail, antedating two 
years. He was not sentenced prior to this, as 
it was believed his evidence would be neces- 
sary for the conviction of others. 

Win, G. Petit, slias George, was the last 
man calied. He hasalrexdy beeninjail sev- 
eral months, baving been arrested at his resi- 
dence on Cass avenue last spring. Counter- 
feiting moulds were found secretedin various 
pieces of furniture about the house.

Story of the Girl Della Mays’ Betrayal—The 
Grand Jury at Work, 


It will be remembered that a week or two 
ago Dr. Fitzporter was arrested ona charge 
preierred against him by Officers Barnett and 
Williams, and his case now stands on the 


docketinthe Court of Criminal Correction. 
From the statements made at that time 
by different persons, it appeared 


that a young girl named Della Mays had gone 
to the doctor’s oflice and asked that an abor- 
tion be performed onher. This was not done, 
because before the operation could pe made, 
the affair in that connection leaked out, it ig 
said, through the instrumentality of a private 
detective and the doctor was _ arrested 
and the matter hushed up. In this all that 
was known was that the young girl haa 
been untortunate, but the name of her betray- 
er could not be learned. On last Wednesday 
Mrs. Buflington, living at No. 1513 Walnut 
street, appeared before the grand jury under 


asummons which was served on herby a 
Deputy Sheriff. Whatevidence she gave at 
that time 1s not known, but this morning a 
note was received from her which stated that 
she was unable to attend before 
the grand jury.

Star Route Trials. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 27.—The Star 
Route trials began this morning. Before 
entering pleas the defendants’ counsel pro- 
ceeded to offer a number of motions, most of 
them motions to quash, based on alleged 
errors in the indictment apparent on its 
face. Ingersoll took up the motions in suc- 
cession, making a long and exhaustive argu- 
ment On each of them. 


Mr. Merrick replied to the argument of 
Mr. Ingersoll, quoting extensively from the 
authorities. The court suggested that as In- 
gersoll had charged there was no one overt 
act sufficiently set outin the indictment, it 
would tend more to overthrow the argument 
if the prosecution would point out any suc 
overt act. Merrick replied that the acts set 
out were exactly the same as had been 
judged sufficient by the court in former 
cases. He would reply to the argument, 
however, by citing full authorities at present, 
and when he bad an opportunity to mere 
fully examine Ingersoll’s point he would, if 
he thought best, make a further reply here- 
after. Judge Wylie gave his views on the 
meaning of conspiracy and said he was of 
opinion now, as before, that the coaspiracy 
was sufficieatly set out. Taking up the 
question of the presentation of overt acts, 
he said it was only necessary to set out one 
overt act, and he thought Ingersoli was 
clearlyinerrorin claiming the act should be 
set out minutely in the charging part 
of the indictment. It Was only 
necessary to setitout as one of the overt 
acts incident to the conspiracy, not as form- 
ing part of the object of the conspiracy.

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GOOD SOUPS. 


Experienced Woman Tells How to 
wp Make Them Scientifically. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

Mrs. Emma P. Ewing, in a lecture before 

the ladies at the Atheneum yesterday after- 

, poon, expressed regret that soups were not in 
more general use in this country, since they 
were both economical and healthful. In 
nearly every kitchen enough scraps of cooked 
and uncooked meat trimmings, roasts, steaks, 
vuilets, etc., were wasted to keep the family 
supplied with soup, and dinner could usually 
be preceded with advantage by a light, palat- 
able potage or consomme. 

A simple broth of good quality, delicately 
seasoned with salt and pepper and containing 
eago, tapioca, Macaroni, rice or barley, was 
always acceptable, while few of the limitless 
variety of soups readily secured by a judi- 
cious introduction of vegetable herbs and 
spices meet with disfavor. Soup stock was 
aimost indispensable in cookery, and a stock- 
pot was one of the most useful utensils 
known to the culinary art. Yet a majority of 
American housewives had a very imperfect 
idea of What soup-stock was, and had never 
eyen beard of astock-pot. There was noth- 
ing mysterious about either. Soup stock was 

, simply the base, or foundation, of soups and 


sauces—the fluid extracted from 
meat and bones by boiling 
and simmering—and & stock-pot 


was the pot or kettle in which theys were 
boiled and simmered. To obtain stock, meat 
and bones should be placed in the pot in clear 
cold water, Which should be heated gradually 
till it reached the boiling point, and then be 
ailowed to simmer very gently for a longer or 
shorter time, accordingtothe nature of the

HARD LIVES. 


How the Rugged Charcoal Burners of 
England Live. 
; Mayne Reid in New York Tribune. 

Of the three callings which form the sub- 
ject of this letter, that of the charcoal burner 
is the most exclusive as regards the men who 
follow it. They are few in numbers, but have 
rarely sany other business, since charcoa. 
burning gives employment at all seasons of 
the year; and though apparently a simple 
thing, it is not so, cailing for both knowledge 
and skill. The material they have to deal 
with is the ‘‘lop and top” of the trees, or 
cordwood, and their modus operandi as fol- 
lows: A floor or “pit’’ is prepared by clear- 
ing the rubbish off the ground, and 
then hollowing out a circular space 
some six or eight inches in depth, but of no 
fixed diameter; this being dependent on the 
quantity of wood to be “charked’”’ in that 
particular pit lving conveniently near for 
carriage to it. In the center of the floor four 
or five short, stoutish billets are placed with 
ends touching, so as themselves to inclose a 
circular space of a foot or eighteen inches 
diameter, and on these tne ends of the chark- 
ing sticks are rested slantingly and radiating 
likes the spokes of a wheel. On the outer 
rim of this first layer a second is placed in 
simliar manner; and so on, till the pile is 
complete, when it shows the form of an obtuse 
cone or hemisphere. Around the central 
axis, however,is a hollow space or chimney, 
which has been left open for the fire; and 
this first kind!ed at its bottom, by dropping 
down some burning faggots, in due time per- 
meates the whole mass. But before any 
flames show on the surface the pile is care- 
fully covered over with a stratum of sods, and

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Conkling and His Persecutors—Eccen- 
tric and Corrupt Judges—The 
Speculative Mania,

NEW YORK, May 24, 1882.—New York now 
is blossoming all over with spring bonnets 
and spring suits. Ladies are beginning to 
come down to hotel dining-rooms in lovely 
white gauze dresses, and the effect of the 
bright and variegated spring milinery on 
Fifth avenue of a Sunday morning is perfect- 
ly bewildering. The hot weather set in last 
Sunday in earnest.

THE CONKLING DENIAL, 
Mr. Conkling, who is usualiy very averse to 
being interviewed, has given a reporter of the 
Herald a very emphatic contradietion of the 
lving stories which are being circulated in 
regard to his conduct atthe last Senatorial 
election. His declaration that he did not 
become a candidate for re-election of his own 
volition, but very much against his will, that 
his political associates never advised him to 
withdraw during the canvass, and that he 
was never party toa corrupt bargain, are 
believed here as against the malicious accu- 
setions emanating from the organs 
of Gov.

OUR JUDGES AND OFFICIALS. 
It looks nowasthough Judge Westbrook, 
whose conduct is attributed to his “idiosyn- 
crasies’’ in the official report, would not be 
impeached despite the disgraceful exposure 
of jobbery on his part which has been made 
before the Investigating Committee on Re- 
ceivership Abuses. Judge Westbrook has

The ostensible pre- 
text for this extraordinary decision is that 
the poor, ignorant, suffering Manhat- 
tan stockholders must be protected in 
retaining a perfectly clear title to their Man- 
hattan stock, and these poor, innocent, suf- 
fering sharehoiders,’in whose behalf the ma- 
chinery of the Supreme Court is employed to 
bar out the ciaims of all the people in this 
State, are Jay Gould and his confreres.

Blasphemy in New Jersey. 
Fromitbe New York Times. 


Wo'f Hirsh Rosenstrauch, a Jew, was placed 
on trial at Paterson yesterday on an indict- 
ment charging him with blasphemy, a very 
unusual proceeding in the New Jersey or any 
other courts. Gottfried Deutachle was the 
complainant, and was the first witness called. 
On the cross-examination he got warmed up 
and exclaimed with much energy. ‘‘There 
was a voice within me, herein my breast, 
which told me thatI, asa Catholic, ought 
not to allow the name of Jesus Christ to be 
abused, that. I should not stand bv like the 
Jews of old and hear Christ reviled and his 
mother abused, but thatI ought to make a 
complaint and bring the sacrilegious Jew to 
punisbment.. I thought how the Jews had 
persecuted the Christians, and mary historic 
events passed before my mind. Then I 
thought that if I made the complaint the Jews 
might yet agaia persecute me, and | besitat- 
ed for a time, but tbe voice within me grew 
so strong that I could not resist, and so at 
last Idid what I thought was my duty, and 
made the complaint.”” He said the defend- 
ant came into his piace of brsiness in Pater- 
son last February, and after some talk about 
business witness said a great many people 
were going to church, whereupon defendant 
said, “Ob, that’s all stuff: Jesus Christ was 
a ——.” On further cross-examination the 
witness reluctantly admitted that in Wur- 
temberg manv years ago he was convicted of 
murder, and spent several vears in prison, al- 
though he declared that he suffered inno- 
cently fora crime committed by another.

Christianity and the Chinese. 
New York Special to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

In the meeting of delegates of the Baptist 
Home Mission Society to-day, the Rev. Dr. 
G. 8. Abbott, of Oakland, Cal., spoke on the 
Chinese question from the Christian point of 
view. There are three races, he said, the 
Caucasian, the Mongolian and the African. 
Which, he asked, is the stronger? The white 
absorbs the black when intermarriage takes 
place. Inthe course of several generations 
the traces of negro blood nearly disappear. 
In the same manner Indian blood is made to 
disappear through intermarriage witb 
whites; butin the case ofthe murriage ofa 
Chinese woman and a white man the Chinese 
eye appears in children of the eighth genera- 
tion, or so farasthere has been an oppor- 
tunity to observe the result. 

“The Chinere eye,’’ the speaker continued, 
“ig the most vital of all eyes on the Globe; 
and the eye is the wiadow of the soul. The 
Chinese eye, with four hundred miliion 
piedges of vitality behind it, in contest for 
the world’s mastery, if put on trial with the 
Caucasian eye, would be the victor. Don’t 
be ashamed to take off your hat to a Chiua- 
man. He is of the strongest race stock in the 
world. Therefore, I hold that we are justi- 
fied in all honorable means to preserve our- 
selves. I am convinced that restriction of 
undesirable immigration, like that of the Can- 
tonese coolies, crowded over the Pacific Ocean 
inthe vast few weeks by the Chinese Com- 
panies, will ere long be the prevailing senti- 
ment of the East, asitisinthe Far West.’ 
The report of the Committee on Chinese 
Missions, which was adopted, declares that 
Baptists deprecate such discrimination in our 
immigration laws as would prohibit Chinese 
labor for ten years as contrary to the funda- 
mental ee of our free Government and 
opposed to the spirit of the Christian religion ; 
that such legislation as has been effected was 
brought about by uncoristian race prejudice 
and the rivalry of political parties ambitious 
for power, and will be an ineffaceable stain 
upon our national honor.

Up stairs work- 
men are busy to-day putting 
the Jast finishing touches to the balcony or 
Summer garden. Inthe center stands a post 
supporting a vase, twenty feet high, filled 
with a rare collection of flowers and plants. 
Facing on Fifth street, three gas jet 
pyramids are elevated that shed 
a brilliant light upon the garden and the 
street. Commeaucing at these pyramics and 
running entirely around the enclosure are ar- 
ranged colored lamps of hundreds of shades, 
that lend an enchanting appearance tothe 
scene at night. 

In the northeast corner of the pleasant re- 
treat, just at the head of the stairs, stands an 
artificial grotto. In it is perched an owl of 
most artistic make, and great value. 
On both sides of the grotto are arranged 
in a seeming careless, but really in a 
natural manner, wild roses, clematis, 


night-blooming jessamine and hot-house 
plants of innumerable orders, Above it have 
been piled, to the height of thirty feet, Hot 
Spring crystals and rugged rocks. Stationed 
among these in such & manner as 
to conceal their roots are placed 
flowers, shrubs and trees, presenting 
a tropical scene of beauty and luxuriance.

kinds are keptior sale in the wholesale de- 


partment, and in fact H special- 
ty is made of this branch of 
the business. Tne steaks, oysters, 
fish and vegeta>vles served to 


the patrons of the restaurant are taken direct- 
lv frou the cellars to the kitchen in each indi- 
vidual order. This in itself is a feature 
not to be obtained elsewhere, and has always 
been hignly appreciated by Faust’s 
customers. The beer for retail

Candidates for Congress, for the Bench, 
and for the City Offices. 


Although both of the political conventions 
to nominate city officers will probably be held 
in June, the date of neither has yet been de- 
cided. Candiaates for all the offices are in the 
field, however, and the buttonholing process 
is indulged in to quite a lively extent. Of 
course the chief prizes in the fall races 
are the Congressional] nominations, 
and quite a cloud of candidates are already in 
the field, with every prospect of more coming. 
The Republicans seem to be very certain of 
carrying the old Second District, now the new 
Ninth, even over a strong Democratic candl- 
date, and some of them are willing to betona 
heavy majority in the event that Col. 
Broadhead secures the nomination 
of the Democracy. They are 


also hopeful about the old First District, now 
the Tenth. The old Third District, now the 
Eighth, they concedejto the Democracy under 
certain contingencies. The names most fre- 
uently mentioned in the Eighth District are 
Henry C. Brokmeyer and John J. O'Neil 
for the Democracy. Both of these gentle- 
men have been at work for some 
time, and Mr. O'Nefll seems to have thejinside 
track for the nomination. The Republican 


ke nomination is conceded to be due to Gus Ses- 


singhaus, but it is not believed that he will get 
through without sowe opposition. In the Niaoth 
District Col. Jas.
